Notice is hereby given that the City of Antioch invites sealed bids for Executive Recruiting Services
for a Public Works Director/City Engineer. Each proposal shall be in accordance with the
conditions and specifications on file in the Office of the Finance Department, City Hall, 200 H St,
Antioch, California 94509, where copies of said conditions and specifications may be inspected or
obtained. All bids must be in the format specified, enclosed in a sealed envelope and clearly
identified with bid title, name of bidder and date of bid opening.

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l. INTRODUCTION

The City of Antioch is seeking proposals for services from a qualified executive search firm to
assist the City Manager in the selection of a Public Works Director/City Engineer. The goal of the
recruitment will be to have an appointment by March 15, 2020.

Il. BACKGROUND

The City of Antioch was incorporated in 1872 as a general law city operating under the City
Council/City Manager form of government. The City Council is responsible for adopting
ordinances, resolutions, the budget, appointing commissions and committees, and hiring the City
Manager and City Attorney. The City Manager is responsible for implementing the Council’s
policies, ordinances and directives, for overseeing the day-to-day operations of the City, and for
appointing the directors of the City’s departments. Antioch is a suburban city providing quality
police, water, streets, parks, engineering, planning, and administrative services.

The Public Works Director/City Engineer will report to the City Manager. The Public Works
Director/City Engineer will oversee the activities and operations of the Public Works Department
including water treatment and distribution, wastewater collection, marina operations, protect and
advance the City’s water rights and provide highly responsible and complex administrative support
to the City Manager.

[I. SCOPE OF WORK

The successful executive search firm will be expected, at a minimum, to perform the following:

e Meet with the City Manager and/or stakeholder groups as necessary to facilitate the
development of an appropriate candidate profile and list of priorities for the Public Works
Director/City Engineer.

e Develop and administer a search for appropriate candidates.

e Answer questions from candidates and collect application materials.

e Review the applications received, comparing them to the desirable candidate profile,
performing screening interviews as needed.

e Select the most qualified candidates to be interviewed by the City Manager and Department
Directors; provide a written report summarizing the overall candidate pool and the
gualifications of those to be interviewed.

e Advise the City Manager on interview strategies and appropriate questions to ask
candidates; attend the interview sessions and assist the City Manager in narrowing the
candidate pool to finalists.

e Conduct complete background check on finalist candidates and advise the City Manager
and Administrative Services Director of results.

¢ Facilitate the final interview process and assist the City Manager to make a selection.

e Assist the City with employment contract negotiations.

The City Manager would like to remain flexible during the process; the above process may change
as the candidate pool or other circumstances require.

PROPOSAL REQUIREMENTS

Each proposal shall include the following information:

V.

A. Background information on the firm, including details of the firms experience with similar

recruitments, including the number of Public Works Director/City Engineer searches and
placements; a brief resume of the individual(s) assigned to this project; contact information
for references; and sample work products including recruiting brochures, candidates
guestionnaires, candidate reference reports, etc.. The proposal should include information
about the firm’s current engagements and an affirmation of the firm’s ability to focus on this
project.

A proposed schedule for each phase of the process, including development of the
recruitment profile, search, background evaluations, interviews, and selection. Be aware
that the City of Antioch City Managers schedule books quickly and City Council meetings
are the second and fourth Tuesdays of the month.

Information about the firm’s approach in the event of a recruitment that does not produce a
viable candidate or the premature dismissal or resignation of the selected candidate.

A cost proposal for the City of Antioch Public Works Director/City Engineer search, including
consulting fees and reimbursable expenses. Payment terms should also be addressed.

SELECTION PROCESS

The City Manager and/or Administrative Services Director will review the proposals. Each
proposal will be analyzed to determine overall responsiveness and qualifications. Criteria to be
evaluated may include, at a minimum, the following:

Responsiveness to this Request for Proposal.

Qualifications and experience of the individuals assigned to the project.

Experience with candidates from within and outside California.

Schedule and availability.

CONTRACT REQUIREMENTS

. Robbhins-Rosenthal Fair Debt Collection Practices Act

The successful contractor(s) must operate in accordance with ethical collection practices
and obey all laws, including the Robbins-Rosenthal Fair Debt Collection Practices Act.

Insurance requirements: The successful contractor(s) will maintain in force, during the full
term of the contract, insurance as indicated starting on page 8.
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3. Indemnification Agreement: To the full extent permitted by law, Contractor shall defend,
indemnify and hold harmless City, its employees, agents and officials, from any liability,
claims, suits, actions, arbitration proceedings, administrative proceedings, regulatory
proceedings, losses, expenses or costs of any kind, whether actual, alleged or threatened,
actual attorney fees incurred by City, court costs, interest, defense costs including expert
witness fees and any other costs or expenses of any kind whatsoever incurred in relation to,
as a consequence of or arising out of or in any way attributable in whole or in part to the
performance of this agreement. All obligations under this provision are to be paid by the
Contractor as the City incurs them.

Without affecting the rights of City under any provision of this agreement or this section,
Contractor shall not be required to indemnify and hold harmless City as set forth above for
liability attributable to the sole fault of City, provided such sole fault is determined by
agreement between the parties of the findings of a court of competent jurisdiction. This
exception will apply only in instances where the City is shown to have been solely at fault
and not in instances where City’s fault accounts for only a percentage of the liability
involved. In those instances, the obligation of Contractor will be all-inclusive, and City will be
indemnified for all liability incurred, even though a percentage of the liability is attributable to
conduct of the City.

Contractor acknowledges that its obligation pursuant to this section extends to liability
attributable to City, if that liability is less than the sole fault of the City.

Contractor agrees to obtain executed indemnity agreements with provisions identical to
those set forth here in this section from each and every sub-contractor, sub tier contractor or
any other person or entity involved by, for, with or on behalf of Contractor in the
performance of this agreement. In the event Contractor fails to obtain such indemnity
obligations from others as required here, Contractor agrees to be fully responsible according
to the terms of this section. Failure of City to monitor compliance with these requirements
imposes no additional obligations on City and will in no way act as a waiver of any rights
hereunder. This obligation to indemnify and defend City as set forth herein is binding on the
successors, assigns, or heirs of Contractor and shall survive the termination of this
agreement or section.

Remittance and Reporting Requirements: The successful contractor(s) will be required to submit to

the City of Antioch regular monthly remittances and statements no later than thirty (30) days
following the month of collection

. The City reserves the right to reject any and all proposals submitted, to request
clarifications of services submitted, to request additional information from
competitors, and to waive any irregularity in the proposal. Finalist candidates may be
asked to present their qualifications to the City Manager. Following proposal
evaluations, interviews and reference calls, the award of a contract to the successful
consultant will be at the sole discretion of the City Manager.

. The City reserves the right to cancel the awarded contract with a 30-day written
notice for non-compliance of agreed upon proposed specifications.

The firm chosen by the City will be required to obtain a City business license prior to
starting services.

. The firm chosen by the City will be required to execute a Consulting Services
Agreement, a template of which is attached as Exhibit A. If the firm chosen has any
guestions or proposed deviations to the provisions in this Agreement, those must be
set forth in writing in the proposal. Otherwise, the firm shall be deemed to have
accepted all provisions of the Agreement.

Insurance Requirements for Consultants

Before beginning any work under this Agreement, Consultant, at its own cost and expense, shall
procure insurance against claims for injuries to persons or damages to property that may arise
from or in connection with the performance of the work by the Consultant and its agents,
representatives, employees, and subcontractors. Consultant shall provide proof satisfactory to City
of such insurance that meets the requirements of this section and under forms of insurance
satisfactory in all respects to the City. Consultant shall maintain the insurance policies required by
this section throughout the term of this Agreement. The cost of such insurance shall be included in
the Consultant's proposal. Consultant shall not allow any subcontractor to commence work on any
subcontract until Consultant has obtained all insurance required herein for the subcontractor(s)
and provided evidence thereof to City. Verification of the required insurance shall be submitted
and made part of this Agreement prior to execution. Insurers shall have an A.M. Best's rating of no
less than A:VII unless otherwise accepted by the City in writing.

Commercial General Liability (CGL):

Insurance Services Office Form CG 00 01 covering CGL on an “occurrence” basis, including
products and completed operations, property damage, bodily injury and personal & advertising
injury with limits no less than $1,000,000 per occurrence. If a general aggregate limit applies,
either the general aggregate limit shall apply separately to this project/location or the general
aggregate limit shall be twice the required occurrence limit. If Consultant’s services include work
within 50 feet of a railroad right of way, the Contractor shall have removed any exclusion on their
liability policy limiting coverage for work near a railroad, or shall provide a Railroad Protective
Liability policy in favor of the City. Limits for such coverage shall be no less than $5,000,000.

Automotive Liability Insurance:

ISO Form Number CA 00 01 covering any auto (Code 1), or if Contractor has no owned autos,
hired, (Code 8) and non-owned autos (Code 9), with limit no less than $1,000,000 per accident for
bodily injury and property damage.

Workers’ Compensation Insurance:
As required by the State of California, with Statutory Limits, and Employer’s Liability Insurance with
limit of no less than $1,000,000 per accident for bodily injury or disease.

Professional Liability (Errors and Omissions) Insurance:
Insurance appropriate to Contractor’s profession, with limit no less than $1,000,000 per occurrence
or claim, $2,000.000 aggregate.

Other Insurance Provisions
The general liability and automobile liability policies are to contain, or be endorsed to contain, the
following provisions:

(1) Additional Insured Status. The City, its officers, officials, employees and volunteers are to be
covered as additional insured as respects: liability arising out of activities performed by or on
behalf of the Consultant; or automobiles owned, leased, hired or borrowed by the
Consultant. The coverage shall contain no special limitations on the scope of protection
afforded to the City, its officers, officials, employees or volunteers.

(2) Primary Coverage. For any claims related to the services provided by the Consultant, the
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Consultant's insurance coverage shall be primary insurance as respects the City, its
officers, officials, employees and volunteers. Any insurance or self-insurance maintained by
the City, its officers, officials, employees or volunteers shall be excess of the Consultant's
insurance and shall not contribute with it.

(3) Notice of Cancellation. Each insurance policy required above shall provide that coverage
shall not be cancelled except with notice to the City.

(4) Waiver of Subrogation. Contractor hereby grants to City a waiver of any right to subrogation
which any insurer of said Contractor may acquire against the City by virtue of the payment
of any loss under such insurance. Contractor agrees to obtain any endorsement that may
be necessary to affect this waiver of subrogation, but this provision applies regardless of
whether or not the City has received a waiver of subrogation endorsement from the insurer.

(5) Deductibles and Self-Insured Retentions. Any deductibles or self-insured retentions must be
declared to and approved by the City. The City may require the Contractor to purchase
coverage with a lower deductible or retention or provide proof of ability to pay losses and
related investigations, claim administration, and defense expenses within the retention.

(6) Claims made policies. If any of the required policies provide claims-made coverage:

() The Retroactive Date must be shown and must be before the date of the contract or the
beginning of contract work.

(i) Insurance must be maintained, and evidence of insurance must be provided for at least
five (5) years after completion of the contract work.

(iii) If coverage is canceled or non-renewed, and not replaced with another claims-made
policy form with a Retroactive Date prior to the contract effective date, the Contractor
must purchase “extended reporting” coverage for a minimum of five (5) years after
completion of work.

Certificate of Insurance and Endorsements

Contractor shall furnish the City with original certificates and amendatory endorsements or copies
of the applicable policy language effecting coverage required by this clause. All certificates and
endorsements are to be received and approved by the City before work commences. However,
failure to obtain the required documents prior to the work beginning shall not waive the
Contractor’s obligation to provide them. The City reserves the right to require complete, certified
copies of all required insurance policies, including endorsements required by these specifications,
at any time.

Subcontractors

Contractor shall include all subcontractors as insured under its polices or shall furnish separate
certificates and endorsements for each subcontractor. All coverages for subcontractors shall be
subject to all of the requirements stated in this Agreement, including but not limited to naming
additional insureds.

Higher limits

If the contractor maintains higher limits than the minimums shown above, the City requires and
shall be entitled to coverage for the higher limits maintained by the Contractor. Any available
insurance proceeds in excess of the specified minimum limits of insurance and coverage shall be
available to the City.
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Special Risks or Circumstances
City reserves the right to modify these requirements, including limits, based on the nature of the
risk, prior experience, insurer, coverage or other special circumstances.

Remedies

In addition to any other remedies City may have if Consultant fails to provide or maintain any
insurance policies or policy endorsements to the extent and within the time herein required, City
may, at its sole option exercise any of the following remedies, which are alternatives to other
remedies City may have and are not the exclusive remedy for Consultant’s breach:

e Obtain such insurance and deduct and retain the amount of the premiums for such
insurance from any sums due under the Agreement;

e Order Consultant to stop work under this Agreement or withhold any payment that becomes
due to Consultant hereunder, or both stop work and withhold any payment, until Consultant
demonstrates compliance with the requirements hereof; and/or

e Terminate this Agreement.

Indemnification and Consultant’s Responsibilities

. CONSULTANT shall, to the fullest extent permitted by law, indemnify, defend (with council
acceptable to the CITY) and hold harmless CITY, and its employees, officials, volunteers
and agents (“Indemnified Parties”) from and against any and all losses, claims, damages,
costs and liability arising out of any personal injury, loss of life, damage to property, or any
violation of any federal, state, or municipal law or ordinance, arising out of or resulting from
the performance of this Agreement by CONSULTANT, its officers, employees, agents,
volunteers, subcontractors or sub-consultants, excepting only liability arising from the sole
negligence, active negligence or intentional misconduct of CITY.

In the event that Consultant or any employee, agent, sub-consultant or subcontractor of
Consultant providing services under this Agreement is determined by a court of competent
jurisdiction or the California Public Employees Retirement System (PERS) to be eligible for
enroliment in PERS as an employee of City, Consultant shall indemnify, defend, and hold
harmless City for the payment of any employee and/or employer contributions for PERS
benefits on behalf of Consultant or its employees, agents, sub-consultants or
subcontractors, as well as for the payment of any penalties and interest on such
contributions, which would otherwise be the responsibility of City.

. Acceptance by City of insurance certificates or endorsements required under this
Agreement does not relieve Consultant from liability under this indemnification and hold
harmless clause. This indemnification and hold harmless clause shall apply to any damages
or claims for damages whether or not such insurance policies shall have been determined to

apply.

. By execution of this Agreement, Consultant acknowledges and agrees to the provision of
this Section and that it is a material element of consideration, and that these provisions
survive the termination of this Agreement.
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Legal Requirements

. Governing Law. The laws of the State of California shall govern this Agreement

. Compliance with Applicable Laws. Consultant and any subcontractors shall comply with all
laws applicable to the performance of the work hereunder.

. Other Governmental Regulations. To the extent that this Agreement may be funded by fiscal
assistance from another governmental entity, Consultant and any subcontractors shall
comply with all applicable rules and regulations to which City is bound by the terms of such
fiscal assistance program.

. Licenses and Permits. Consultant represents and warrants to City that Consultant and its
employees, agents, and any subcontractors have all licenses, permits, qualifications and
approvals of whatsoever nature that are legally required to practice their respective
professions. Consultant represents and warrants to City that Consultant and its employees,
agents, any subcontractors shall, at their sole expense, keep in effect at all times during the
term of this Agreement any licenses, permits, and approvals that are legally required to
practice their respective professions. In additions to the foregoing, Consultant and any
subcontractors shall obtain and maintain during the term of this Agreement valid Business
Licenses from City.

. Nondiscrimination and Equal Opportunity. Consultant shall not discriminate, on the basis of
a person’s race, religion, color, national origin, age, physical or mental handicap or
disability, medical condition, marital status, sex, sexual orientation or any other legally
protected status, against any employee, applicant for employment, subcontractor, bidder for
a subcontract, or participant in, recipient of, or applicant for any services or programs
provided by Consultant under this Agreement. Consultant shall comply with all applicable
federal, state and local laws, policies, rules, and requirements related to equal opportunity
and nondiscrimination in employment, contracting, and the provision of any services that are
the subject of this Agreement, including but not limited to the satisfaction of any positive
obligations required of the Consultant thereby.

Consultant shall include the provisions of this Subsection in any subcontract approved by
the Contract Administrator or this Agreement.

. Prevailing Wages. Should the scope of work fall under the requirements of the California

Labor Code and implementing regulations for the payment of prevailing wages, then
Consultant shall comply and pay prevailing wages.

CONSULTING SERVICES AGREEMENT BETWEEN
THE CITY OF ANTIOCH AND
[NAME OF CONSULTANT]

THIS AGREEMENT for consulting services is made by and between the City of Antioch
(“City”) and (“Consultant”) as of .

Section 1. SERVICES. Subiject to the terms and conditions set forth in this Agreement,
Consultant shall provide to the City the services described in the Scope of Work attached as the
Request for Proposal (RFP) at the time and place and in the manner specified therein. In the
event of a conflict in or inconsistency between the terms of this Agreement and the Request for
Proposal (RFP), the Agreement shall prevail.

1.1 Term of Services. The term of this Agreement shall begin on the date first noted
above and shall end on , the date of completion specified in the
Request for Proposal (RFP) and Consultant shall complete the work described in the
Request for Proposal (RFP) prior to that date, unless the term of the Agreement is
otherwise terminated or extended, as provided for in Section 8. The time provided
to Consultant to complete the services required by this Agreement shall not affect the
City’ right to terminate the Agreement, as provided for in Section 8.

1.2 Standard of Performance. Consultant represents that it is experienced in providing
these services to public clients and is familiar with the plans and needs of City.
Consultant shall perform all services required pursuant to this Agreement in the
manner and according to the standards observed by a competent practitioner of the
profession in which Consultant is engaged in the geographical area in which
Consultant practices its profession.

1.3 Assignment of Personnel. Consultant shall assign only competent personnel to
perform services pursuant to this Agreement. In the event that City, in its sole
discretion, at any time during the term of this Agreement, desires the reassignment of
any such persons, Consultant shall, immediately upon receiving notice from City of
such desire of City, reassign such person or persons.

1.4 Time. Consultant shall devote such time to the performance of services
pursuant to this Agreement as may be reasonably necessary to meet the standard of
performance provided in Section 1.1 above and to satisfy Consultant’s obligations
hereunder.

Section 2. COMPENSATION. City hereby agrees to pay Consultant a sum not to exceed bid
pricing in the Request for Proposal (RFP). Total charges for services will be on a price times
volume basis, notwithstanding any contrary indications that may be contained in Consultant’s
proposal, for services to be performed and reimbursable costs incurred under this Agreement. City
shall pay Consultant for services rendered pursuant to this Agreement at the time and in the
manner set forth below. The payments specified below shall be the only payments from City to
Consultant for services rendered pursuant to this Agreement. Except as specifically authorized by

City, Consultant shall not bill City for duplicate services performed by more than one person.

Consultant and City acknowledge and agree that compensation paid by City to Consultant under
this Agreement is based upon Consultant’s estimated costs of providing the services required
hereunder, including salaries and benefits of employees and subcontractors of Consultant.
Consequently, the parties further agree that compensation hereunder is intended to include the
costs of contributions to any pensions and/or annuities to which Consultant and its employees,
agents, and subcontractors may be eligible. City therefore has no responsibility for such
contributions beyond compensation required under this Agreement.

2.1 Invoices. Consultant shall submit invoices, not more often than once a month during
the term of this Agreement, based on the cost for services performed and
reimbursable costs incurred prior to the invoice date. Invoices shall contain the
following information:

= The beginning and ending dates of the billing period,;

= Detall accounting of service billing elements and volume and Total Services
Fees

2.2 Payment Schedule.

2.2.1 The Consultant shall make payments monthly, based on accounts received,
according to the Request for Proposal (RFP).

2.3 Total Payment. City shall pay for the services to be rendered by Consultant
pursuant to this Agreement. City shall not pay any additional sum for any expense or
cost whatsoever incurred by Consultant in rendering services pursuant to this
Agreement.

In no event shall Consultant submit any invoice for an amount in excess of the
maximum amount of compensation provided above either for a task or for the entire
Agreement, unless the Agreement is modified prior to the submission of such an
invoice by a properly executed change order or amendment.

2.4 Payment of Taxes. Consultant is solely responsible for the payment of employment
taxes incurred under this Agreement and any similar federal or state taxes.

2.5 Authorization to Perform Services. The Consultant is not authorized to perform
any services or incur any costs whatsoever under the terms of this Agreement until
receipt of authorization from the Contract Administrator.

Section 3. FEACILITIES AND EQUIPMENT. Except as set forth herein, Consultant shall, at its
sole cost and expense, provide all facilities and equipment that may be necessary to perform the
services required by this Agreement. City shall make available to Consultant only the facilities and
equipment listed in this section, and only under the terms and conditions set forth herein.

City shall furnish physical facilities such as desks, filing cabinets, and conference space, as may
be reasonably necessary for Consultant’s use while consulting with City employees and reviewing
records and the information in possession of the City. The location, quantity, and time of furnishing
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those facilities shall be in the sole discretion of City. In no event shall City be obligated to furnish
any facility that may involve incurring any direct expense, including but not limited to computer,
long-distance telephone or other communication charges, vehicles, and reproduction facilities.

Section 4.

INSURANCE REQUIREMENTS. Before beginning any work under this Agreement,

Consultant, at its own cost and expense, shall procure insurance against claims for injuries to
persons or damages to property that may arise from or in connection with the performance of the
work by the Consultant and its agents, representatives, employees, and subcontractors.

If Consultant’s
services include work within 50 feet of a railroad right of way, the Contractor shall
have removed any exclusion on their liability policy limiting coverage for work near a
railroad, or shall provide a Railroad Protective Liability policy in favor of the City.
Limits for such coverage shall be no less than $5,000,000.

Automobile Liability Insurance. ISO Form Number CA 00 01 covering any auto
(Code 1), or if Contractor has no owned autos, hired, (Code 8) and non-owned autos
(Code 9), with limit no less than $1,000,000 per accident for bodily injury and
property damage.

Workers' Compensation Insurance. as required by the State of California, with
Statutory Limits, and Employer’s Liability Insurance with limit of no less than
$1,000,000 per accident for bodily injury or disease.

Professional Liability (Errors and Omissions): Insurance appropriate to the
Contractor’s profession, with limit no less than $1,000,000 per occurrence or claim,
$2,000,000 aggregate.

Other Insurance Provisions. The insurance policies are to contain, or be endorsed
to contain, the following provisions:

45.1 Additional Insured Status. The City, its officers, officials, employees, and
volunteers are to be covered as additional insured’s on the CGL policy with
respect to liability arising out of work or operations performed by or on behalf
of the Contractor including materials, parts, or equipment furnished in
connection with such work or operations.

Contractor
agrees to obtain any endorsement that may be necessary to affect this waiver
of subrogation, but this provision applies regardless of whether or not the City
has received a waiver of subrogation endorsement from the insurer.

455 Deductibles and Self-Insured Retentions. Any deductibles or self-insured
retentions must be declared to and approved by the City. The City may require
the Contractor to purchase coverage with a lower deductible or retention or
provide proof of ability to pay losses and related investigations, claim
administration, and defense expenses within the retention.

456 Claims made policies. If any of the required policies provide claims-made
coverage:

456.1 The Retroactive Date must be shown, and must be before the
date of the contract or the beginning of contract work.

456.2 Insurance must be maintained and evidence of insurance must
be provided for at least five (5) years after completion of the
contract of work.

In addition to any other remedies City may have if Consultant fails to
provide or maintain any insurance policies or policy endorsements to the extent and
within the time herein required, City may, at its sole option exercise any of the
following remedies, which are alternatives to other remedies City may have and are
not the exclusive remedy for Consultant’s breach:

= Obtain such insurance and deduct and retain the amount of the premiums for
such insurance from any sums due under the Agreement;

= Order Consultant to stop work under this Agreement or withhold any payment that
becomes due to Consultant hereunder, or both stop work and withhold any
payment, until Consultant demonstrates compliance with the requirements hereof;

Class specifications are intended to present a descriptive list of the range of duties performed by employees in the
class. Specifications are not intended to reflect all duties performed within the job.

SUMMARY DESCRIPTION

Under general administrative direction, plans, directs, manages, and oversees the activities and operations
of the Public Works Department including water treatment and distribution, wastewater collection, storm
drain and channel maintenance, street maintenance, signs, striping, and street light maintenance, fleet
services, parks maintenance, facilities maintenance, geographic information systems, and marina
operations; engineering development, design, review and construction inspection for new development and
facility expansion and improvement and utility infrastructure rehabilitation; protects and advances the City’s
water rights; develops and implements short and long term goals for the department; coordinates assigned
activities with other departments and outside agencies; and provides highly responsible and complex
administrative support to the City Manager.

REPRESENTATIVE DUTIES

The following duties are typical for this classification. Incumbents may not perform all of the listed duties and/or may be
required to perform additional or different duties from those set forth below to address business needs and changing
business practices.

1. Assume full responsibility for all Public Works Department services and activities including the
management of crews in water treatment and distribution, wastewater collection, storm drain and
channel maintenance, street maintenance, signs, striping, and street light maintenance, fleet services,
parks maintenance, facilities maintenance, geographic information systems, and marina operations;
traffic and land use engineering; engineering plan check, design, review and construction inspection;
assume full management responsibility for protecting and advancing the City’s water rights.

2. Manage the development and implementation of departmental goals, objectives, and priorities for each
assigned service area; recommend and administer policies and procedures.

3. Establish, within City policy, appropriate service and staffing levels; monitor and evaluate the efficiency
and effectiveness of service delivery methods and procedures; allocate resources accordingly.

4. Assess and monitor work load, administrative and support systems, and internal reporting relationships;
identify opportunities for improvement; direct and implement changes.

5. Plan, direct, and coordinate, through subordinate level staff, the Public Works Department’s work plan;
assign projects and programmatic areas of responsibility; review and evaluate work methods and
procedures; meet with key staff to identify and resolve problems.

6. Select, train, motivate, and evaluate assigned personnel; provide or coordinate staff training; work with
employees to correct deficiencies; implement discipline and termination procedures.

7. Oversee and participate in the development and administration of the department budget; approve the
forecast of funds needed for staffing, equipment, materials, and supplies; approve expenditures and
implement budgetary adjustments as appropriate and necessary; prepare requests for proposals;
administer agreements for consulting services; conduct research and prepare reports; prepare the
capital budget for water, sewer, storm drain, traffic and street reconstruction and repair projects; obtain
and manage state and federal grants.
